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Consultants 
Can Be A Boon 



For Success, Identify Where Help Is Needed 
& Hire Outsourcers Carefully

When a large project 

looms ahead and the in-house 
staff has some skill gaps, IT 
departments are aware of their 
choices: Either hire the appro- 
priate guru, train existing staff 
to get those skills sharpened, 
or bring in a consultant who 
specializes in the field. 

That third option, which can 
include hiring a lone expert or 
bringing in a whole team, has 
been growing in popularity as 
companies, especially in the 
small to medium-sized range, 
try to stretch their tech depart- 
ment dollars. But not all pro- 
jects are appropriate for con- 
sultant help. 

Companies should look at 
the areas where consultants can 
be useful and hire the outsourcers according- 
ly, but they should also be thinking about 
where consultants don't make sense. Here 







are some areas where consulting help can be 
a boon for a small to medium- sized enter- 
prise that wants to boost its tech power. 



Long-Range Planning 

For many IT departments, the to-do lists 
are long and comprehensive, but they often 
don't extend beyond the next few 
weeks, let alone months and years. 
It's vital to make sure that a com- 
pany is running well by having 
data storage policies in place and 
strong support measures, but it's 
also important to think about 
where the company should be, 
technology-wise, in the next five 
to 10 years. 

Understanding future directions 
can be difficult for managers who 
are used to tackling immediate prob- 
lems. "SMEs in particular don't usu- 
ally sit back and think about their 
long-term strategy," says Helen 
Chan, an analyst at the Yankee 
Group research firm. "Smaller com- 
panies are very tactical and reactive. 
They don't often have time to make 
strategic forecasts." 

Consultants can be useful, she 

notes, for determining items such as 

total cost of ownership for equipment and 

services and putting them into a long-range

The value of IT equipment 

is not in its ownership but its 
utility. In the rapidly changing 
world of technology, leasing 
hardware has become a popular 
option for SMEs to outfit their 
organizations with leading- 
edge IT resources without tying 
up short-term funds. 

Leasing involves entering 
into a contract with either a 



leasing company or a vendor 
for the use of equipment for a 
specific period at a predeter- 
mined price, with lease pay- 
ments typically being less than 



the original equipment costs. 
Consider cost-benefit analysis 
focused on a key comparison: 
What would be the overall cost 
of purchasing the equipment, 
factoring in items such as cred- 
it-line interest charges and 
depreciation-driven tax write- 
offs? Then, how would that

jumping in and signing a con- 
tract, carefully review the terms 
to determine how important 
factors such as maintenance 
and replacement costs for lost, 
stolen, or damaged goods are 
covered, as well as what hap- 
pens to the equipment at the 
close of the lease.

I Computer Associates 
Taps IBM Exec For CEO 

Computer Associates selected John 
Swainson, a 26-year veteran of IBM, for its 
CEO. Ending a seven-month search, the 
troubled computer software company 
appointed Swainson as the first outsider to 
run the firm. Swainson replaces Sanjay 
Kumar, who was forced out earlier this 
year in an accounting scandal. Since July, 
Swainson had headed IBM's software sales 
group. Before that, he ran WebSphere, 
IBM's middleware suite. Kenneth Cron, a 
director, had been running CA temporarily. 

I Majority Of PeopleSoft Shareholders 
Vote For Deal 

A majority of PeopleSoft shareholders 
voted in favor of Oracle's $9.2 billion 
takeover bid, but PeopleSoft' s board of 
directors again rejected the offer. Oracle 
won nearly 61% of PeopleSoft shares, or 
229 million of 376 million shares outstand- 
ing, for a $24-a-share tender offer that 
expired Nov. 19. Larry Ellison, CEO of 
Oracle, called upon PeopleSoft' s board to 
negotiate a definitive merger agreement. 

I Bill Adds 20,000 H-1B Visas 

Up to 20,000 more guest worker visas 
will be available annually to foreigners who 
earn advanced degrees in the United States, 
according to a bill passed by Congress. In a 
spending bill, Congress agreed to changes 
that require companies hiring H-1B workers 
to certify that the worker will not displace a 
U.S. worker. Businesses have pushed for 



the change because the year's limit had 
already been reached. The visas allow for- 
eign workers to work in the United States 
for up to six years. 

I Google Executives 
Cash Out Some Stock 

Shares of Google have nearly doubled 
since its August initial public offering, and 
executives of the search firm are cashing 
in. Venture-capital firm Kleiner Perkins 
Caufield & Byers sold 5.4 million shares at 
$932 million. And Google co-founders and 
its CEO also disclosed plans to sell 16.6 
million shares, valued at $2.8 billion, over 
the next 18 months in a diversification 
plan. Prior to the IPO, most of the parties 
scaled back their plans to sell stock. 

I NASD Bars Star Banker For Life 

The National Association of Securities 
Dealers barred former star banker Frank 
Quattrone for life for refusing to testify in a 
probe of his role in possible document 
destruction and obstruction of justice. The 
bar comes as Quattrone tries to appeal his 
conviction on two counts of obstruction of 
justice and one count of witness tampering. 
The NASD had previously fined him 
$30,000 and suspended him for one year. 
But it said his conduct was "egregious" and 
impeded an NASD investigation. 

I GE Wins Key Health Care Contract 

General Electric won a $200 million con- 
tract to provide digital-imaging systems to 
more than 70 British hospitals and clinics as 
part of the country's $18 billion project to 



wire its health care system. GE's award over 
eight years will allow the company to show- 
case technology to other potential govern- 
ment customers, as well. 

I NVIDIA Licenses Intel Technology 

Intel agreed to license patents and tech- 
nology that would allow NVIDIA to begin 
selling chipsets for PCs that use Intel micro- 
processors. The move opens up a multibil- 
lion-dollar chipset market to NVIDIA, 
which had previously been relegated to the 
15% of the PC chipset market based on 
microprocessors from AMD. The compa- 
nies declined to provide further details, but 
NVIDIA is reportedly paying Intel royal- 
ties. The companies said the deal is a broad, 
multiyear patent cross-license, which lets 
companies design without fear of being 
sued by the other. 

I Kodak Makes Headway 
In Digital Cameras 

Eastman Kodak closed in on No. 1- 
ranked Sony in the digital camera market 
in the third quarter, according to IDC. 
Sony delivered 1 million consumer digital 
cameras in the quarter, only 10,000 more 
than Kodak. Canon ranked third with 
800,000 shipments, followed by Olympus 
with 585,000. 



I Intel CEO Upbeat About Next Year 

Intel CEO Craig Barrett said he expects 
the chipmaker to report higher revenues in 
the first half of 2005. Meanwhile, Intel 
opened a new design center in Bangalore, In- 
dia, where the company has hired 800 people 
in the past year to design chips. He said that 
Intel may open a factory in India, as well. 

I Yahoo! & SBC Expand Alliance 

Yahoo! and SBC Communications expand- 
ed their relationship to allow Yahoo! to offer 
services on televisions and mobile phones, 
signaling a milestone in the convergence of 
the living room and the Internet. The deci- 
sion came a day after SBC said it would use 
Microsoft technology to launch video ser- 
vices over fiber-optic high-speed data lines. 
Yahoo! had sold cobranded Internet access 
with SBC since 2001. 

I Texas Pacific Group 
Tries Another Turnaround 

Texas Pacific Group said it agreed to buy 
Celerity Group, a producer of gas and chemi- 
cal delivery process modules used to make 
semiconductors, for an undisclosed sum. TPG 
assumed debt and will provide debt financing 
for the venture, which has more than $300 
million in sales.

context. They can also factor in 
upgrade cycles based on what 
they've seen at other companies. 
Chan advises companies to look 
for a consultant that's familiar with 
their industry because such individ- 
uals can often help them create 
strategic plans based on the suc- 
cesses that they've seen at other 
companies in the same field. 

Process & Purchasing 
Double-Check 

Sometimes, an IT department 
might feel that it's on top of every- 
thing that needs to be done and has 
its strategies in place. In that case, a 
quick check by an outside resource 
could make sure that's really true. 

Doug Casey, head of interactive 
media at Connecticut-based ad 
agency Martino & Binzer, has been 
investigating getting a consultant 
because he wants to make the com- 
pany' s IT processes more stream- 
lined. "I'm taking a step back and 
looking at where our costs are over 
the long haul," he says. "It would 
be nice to have an idea about what 
we're getting for our money and 
get long-term agreements in place 
that don't have to be reviewed year 
after year." 

Having an outside resource that 
can look at a company's entire 
structure is valuable for seeing 
skill discrepancies, upgrade cost 



bloat, and trouble spots that could 
get larger over time. 

"A second set of eyes is great," 
says Mike Ryder, president of net- 
work consulting company Safelink 
Networks. He compares doing a 
double-check through consultants 
to getting a second opinion when a 
doctor gives out a serious diagnosis. 

Ryder has been called in to take 
a look at hardware and software 
implementations done by techni- 
cal or support consultants, only to 
find that what was installed didn't 
make sense for the company. 
"I've found hardware sold to 
small business customers that was 
too much for what they needed," 
he notes. "Worse, I've seen fire- 
walls that weren't connected 
properly or didn't have data run- 
ning through them." 

Data Center Installation 

Consultants are often brought in 
during company moves, and for a 
good reason. When a data center is 
being built, expanded, or renovated, 
it pays to employ an expert in areas 
such as cooling systems, electrical 
issues, and flooring. Although gen- 
eral contractors can build a data 
center to specifications, IT depart- 
ments should make sure those specs 
are correct, and for that, a consul- 
tant can come in handy. 

Steve Harris, director of data 
center planning at Forsythe, a 



Storage & Security 

The wealth of products avail- 
able in data storage and security 
can be gratifying when IT man- 
agers go shopping. After all, the 
more products and services there 



consulting company, says that 
getting all the pieces put in place 
properly won't just prevent 
headaches — it could also protect 
the company from lawsuits. 

"Improperly configured data 
centers could open a company to 
liability," he says. "For example, if 
your customers experience down- 
time because you didn't put in the 
right cooling system, they could 
sue because of lost productivity." 

Also, making sure to get it right 
in the first place will help a compa- 
ny scale without fear of overbur- 
dening the system or squeezing too 
much equipment into one room. 
Harris notes that bringing in an 
expert when doing data center 
planning is like hiring an architect 
even when you know what kind of 
floor plan you want. 



Not Making Sense 



Here are some areas where it's better to have in-house help than high- 
powered consultancy assistance: 

• Tweaks and improvements to an application that's been created in-house. 

• Team building among IT department members: This should be done by 
the IT manager. 

• User education about software and hardware: Having IT department mem- 
bers do this creates an atmosphere of trust. 

• Asset management: It's often easier and more effective to have staff take 
on this task. 



"There are so many competing 
standards and interoperability 
issues," she says. "We get many 
calls from IT managers who just 
can't keep up with them." Nor do 
they have to, if they're willing to 
bring in consultants.

The True Cost 
Of A Consultant 



When You Bring In Hired Guns, 

Get A Good Return On Your Investment

The heyday of the IT consult- 
ing business may be over, but 
consultants are far from extinct. 
There is still plenty of need for 
these hired guns, and more of this 
demand is coming from small 
enterprises than ever. 

But before a business employs 
another consultant to light a fire 
under its organization, it should 
make sure that this arrangement 
won't burn up too much money. 
No matter what the situation, 
consultants are expensive. The 
total cost of hiring a consultant 
varies greatly. It depends on the 
project and who the consultant is: 
A small developing project done 
by a solo freelancer is going to be 
far cheaper than an ERP imple- 
mentation by one of the big five 
firms. However, there are certain 
factors across the board that 
could affect the TCO of consult- 
ing. Understanding these will 
help you better prepare for poten- 
tial budgeting surprises and even 
help you find ways to mitigate 
costs or decide to look for con- 
sulting alternatives. 

TCO Considerations 

When hiring consultants, most 
people expect to pay the hefty 
hourly rates associated with these 
experts. But even when they know 
what the rate is upfront, they still 
usually end up over budget at the 
end of a project. 

One of the most common cul- 
prits of this phenomenon is scope 
creep. Consultants are business 




people who like to put food on 
their tables. As such, they tend to 
find ways to stick around longer 
than you might need them. In 
order to prevent inflated consult- 
ing fees, it is important to clearly 
define the parameters of your con- 
sultant' s duties and keeping them 
strictly on task. 

If it is a large project that in- 
volves more than four consultants, 
it may also be necessary to have a 
dedicated project manager to guide 
the endeavor. Consulting project 
managers can often add to the 
overall TCO, but hiring one to 
keep things in order may actually 
prevent the total hours from piling 



up due to disorganization. It also 
allows your own managers to 
focus on day-to-day tasks. Because 
times are lean for consulting firms, 
you might even be able to arrange 
for a free CPM thrown into the 
bargain by your consulting vendor 
to keep your business. 

Other costs that can surprise IT 
managers are related to travel and 
living expenses. Oftentimes the 
best consultants for the project are 
from out of town. Be sure to nego- 
tiate travel and living expenses in 
concrete terms before the project 
starts in order to prevent footing 
the bill for your consultants living 
it up while in town. The more 



specific you make your responsi- 
bilities, the better. 

Finally, something that can't be 
concretely added into the TCO but 
that affects your costs nevertheless 
is the matter of intellectual property 
retention. Your contract should 
clearly state that any intellectual 
property created by the consultants 
under your employ belongs to your 
organization. This can prevent 
costly legal struggles in the future. 

In-House vs. Contracting 

Smaller enterprises generally 
use consultants to help when 
staffers are busy or too inexpe- 
rienced to get a project done. If 
time is a factor, consultants can 
usually get a project finished 
much more quickly than an al- 
ready-spread-thin employee. 

However, consultants aren't 
always necessarily the best choice. 
Sometimes it can pay greater divi- 
dends to train an employee to do a 



new task than to bring in a consul- 
tant to do it. For example, if you 
are developing software for the 
company and you don't plan on 
holding the consultant on retainer 
once the application is finished, 
you may want to train your 
employee instead of hiring a con- 
sultant. Once trained, your em- 
ployee can finish the project and 
provide long-term maintenance. 
This can prevent the drawn-out 
dependence on contractors that 
often happens in these situations. 

If you do choose to hire a con- 
tractor, it pays to know that there 
are alternatives to simply letting 
the consultant go on an open me- 
ter. Many contractors are willing 
to sign fixed-rate contracts or 
those based on milestones. Look 
beyond the traditional methods to 
save money and aggravation. 

They're Around For A Reason 

Consultants may be pricey, but 
they're still around for a reason. 
Consultants experienced in special- 
ized niches can bring real-world 
knowledge that would take years 
for your employees to learn. They 
can bring objective observation to 
quell organizational infighting, and 
they can somtimes reinvigorate a 
tired IT department. Being able to 
afford one is simply a matter of 
balancing priorities and picking the 
right person in your price range. 



Reducing Consulting Costs 



According to Forrester analysts Robert McNeill and Pascal Matzke, man- 
aging IT consulting vendor relationships can cost from 3% to 7% of the 
contract deal size. These analysts have suggested a few strategies to 
keep consulting costs in check. They include: 

Implementing and centralizing vendor management. Companies 
should task one person with overseeing relationships with consultants and 
should have a policy document that outlines how a consulting relationship 
with the company should work from start to finish. 

Consolidate the number of service providers. You can often get better 
deals if you use the same contractor to do multiple projects. Look for ways 
to consolidate at every turn. 

Construct risk/reward contracts. By creating contracts that pay extra for 
speedy completion of tasks or a job well done (or that apply monetary 
penalties in the opposite case), you can better ensure that the contractor 
will do a good job and that you are getting the most ROI from the project.

lease laptops for its mobile sales 
force. This meant Elixir didn't 
have to lay out a significant 
amount of capital for state-of-the- 
art equipment it knew would need 
to be replaced in two years. It also 
meant that the company's small IT 
department wouldn't have to 
worry about maintenance of the 
leased equipment. 

IT equipment leases generally 
vary from 24 to 48 months and 
offer a wide variety of agree- 
ments and end-of-lease options. 
Tax laws consider equipment 
purchased outright as a capital 
investment, meaning it will 
depreciate over a period. Be- 
cause the average useful life of 
IT equipment is approximately 
three years, it's possible that you 
will have capital tied up in obso- 
lete equipment. 

On the other hand, a lease's 
monthly payment is considered an 
operating expense. In most cases, 
this makes lease payments de- 
ductible for SMEs. In addition to 
the tax benefits of leasing IT 
equipment, capital or credit is not 
depleted by choosing to lease. Of 
course, it is always a good idea 
to consult a tax advisor before 
committing to the terms of any IT 
equipment lease. 



Out With The Old, 
In With The New 

Leasing IT equipment can guar- 
antee regular upgrades, as well as 
obsolete equipment disposal. At 
the close of most IT equipment 
leases, SMEs are given the option 
to either upgrade by exchanging 
the old stuff and negotiating a 
new lease, purchasing the equip- 
ment, or returning the equipment 
to the vendor. Often vendors will 
provide a clause to allow the SME 
to purchase leased equipment at 
the close of the lease for a 
reduced amount. 

End-of-lease terms for purchas- 
ing the equipment can range from 
the current market value to dollar 
buy-outs, which essentially only 
save the vendors from having to 
dispose of the equipment them- 
selves. Unscrupulous leasing 
companies commonly run scams 
that require the purchase of the 
equipment based on their fair- 
market value. This can lead to 
large sums of money unexpected- 
ly due at the close of the lease. 

Unwanted and outdated equip- 
ment leads to another advantage 
of leasing: disposal. Avoiding the 
costs and management associated 
with disposing outdated or non- 
functioning PCs is another big 



plus of leasing. With the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
introducing regulations that pre- 
vent transfer stations, landfills, 
and combustion facilities from 
receiving discarded IT equipment, 
the cost of disposing of a single 
PC can exceed $400, although 



out the hard way. During the two 
years in which it leased its lap- 
tops, the manuals and paperwork 
were disposed of, which lead to 
significant penalties upon the 
return of the laptops. For one or 
two systems, these penalties 
would have been acceptable;

most other leasing companies 
offer recycling services for their 
leased equipment. 

The Fine Print 

Despite all the advantages of 
leasing IT equipment, there is a 
downside, especially when the 
details of the contract are over- 
looked in an effort to secure the 
lowest rates. Penalties can be 
levied for a number of reasons 
leading to unexpected and exces- 
sive costs. 

Most leases require the equip- 
ment be returned to them in good 
working order with the origi- 
nal manuals and software that 
were initially included. Over the 
course of a long lease, equipment 
tends to break and manuals get 
lost. Elixir Technologies found 



however, the cost for the missing 
documentation on several leased 
laptops could have easily pur- 
chased a full system outright. 

Understand exactly who is 
responsible for the maintenance 
of leased equipment, especially 
the repair and maintenance time 
frame, should any problems be 
encountered. Can critical equip- 
ment be replaced immediately in 
the event of a failure? Some leas- 
ing companies require defective 
equipment be returned in order to 
be replaced, which could lead to 
unexpected downtime. 

SMEs should also be aware of 
the logistical issues for the trans- 
fer of information and applica- 
tions on leased IT equipment at 
the close of terms. Returning sys- 
tems to the leasing company with 



company data can pose a security 
risk in addition to racking up 
additional penalties. 

Additionally, any customization 
to leased equipment, such as spe- 
cialized peripheral cards, memo- 
ry, etc., must be accounted for and 
tracked by the lessee. Failure to 
remove company-owned assets is 
the SME' s loss. 

This was another lesson learned 
at Elixir. Its original leased lap- 
tops came with 128MB RAM; 
however, the company soon real- 
ized that was not sufficient to run 
its dual operating system configu- 
rations, and 256MB chips were 
purchased and installed in the 
leased machines. At the end of the 
lease when the laptops were 
returned, many of the company- 
owned memory chips were not 
removed. The leasing company 
charged penalties because the lap- 
tops were not returned with the 
original RAM. 

The Bottom Line 

Leasing compared to traditional 
financing has several advantages 
for SMEs. Preserving working 
capital while making predictable 
monthly payments for critical tech- 
nology can help keep a stable bal- 
ance sheet. The big advantage 
SMEs often overlook is the fact 
monthly lease payments remain 
flat against inflation. This actually 
reduces the cost of financing to 
you in real dollars.

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Save Your Critical 
Data Online 



A Safe Backup Method 
Is A Business Imperative

One of the most crucial com- 
ponents of any corporate security 
and disaster recovery plan is to 
back up critical data. After all, 
data is money. Most network 
administrators understand the 
importance of regularly backing 
up their critical data. Traditionally 
this has been done using local tape 
drives attached to individual 
servers or a networked tape library 
that can automatically switch its 
own tapes and handle a much larg- 
er capacity of data. However, 
these backup systems are often 
slow and cumbersome and don't 
address the need for retaining data 
off site for recovery in the event of 
a total catastrophe. 

"Analysts estimate nearly 50% 
of tape-based backups fail to 
restore correctly, which exposes 
these businesses to significant 
risk," says Scott Jarr, director of 
product management at Live Vault. 

One solution is to use an online, 
Internet-based backup service. 
Rather than purchasing equipment 
and media and configuring and 
administering it, you can subscribe 
to a service that lets you back your 
critical data to remote storage 
across the Internet. 

Raghu Kulkarni, a spokesman 
for Internet-based storage company 
IBackup, says, "Online backup sys- 



tems work just like traditional 
backups. It does have one very 
important advantage: Instead of 
sending your backup files to a tape 
drive or other [local] media, an 
online backup system sends 
[encrypted] files over an Internet 
connection to a file storage system 
on an offsite computer." 

Service & Trust Are Key 

Much of the services offered and 
the underlying technology is simi- 
lar among the various companies. 
The net result is that, like any out- 
sourcing, choosing a provider of 
online, Internet-based backup ser- 
vices comes down to trust. If you 
are going to entrust the integrity 
and security of the company's crit- 
ical and sensitive data to a third 
party, there must first be a great 
deal of trust that they can meet the 
service levels they have agreed to 
and that the data will be secure. 

Tim Rice, president and CEO 
of FilesAnywhere.com, says, 
"Businesses shopping for a high- 
quality service are choosing the 
company as much as they are the 
attributes of the service. The end 
product really is a pure service, 
and anytime you are buying a ser- 
vice, your decision focuses on the 
people that run the service." 

This sentiment is echoed by his 
competitors. Phil Gilmour, presi- 
dent and CEO of eVault, says, 



"For the small business user, the 
technology is often assumed. We 
found over the years that the suc- 
cess in this market is not just in 
providing a product or service 
that works but how easy it is to 
implement and use and how easy 
we are to do business with." 

Backups The Old-Fashioned Way 

If using an online backup service 
is so simple and easy and ensures 
the data is protected offsite, why 
doesn't everybody do it? There are 
some cons to consider in making 
the decision to use a third party for 
backups. 

Although using an online ser- 
vice allows you to perform back- 
ups without the capital expense 
of purchasing the equipment and 
media and training to perform the 
backups in-house, the equipment 
will eventually be paid for, while 
a service has a perpetual cost. 
Another factor is the bandwidth 
and stability of the network con- 
nection between the site and the 
online backup vendor. 

Above all else is trust and liabili- 
ty. Regardless of how trustworthy 
and secure a third-party vendor 
claims to be, the legal and financial 
impact of having that data lost or 
compromised still falls to the com- 
pany. Serious consideration needs 
to be given to whether sensitive 
and critical company data should 
be trusted to a third party. 

Backing up critical data is a busi- 
ness imperative. For some business- 
es it is even a legal mandate. Best 



practices suggest that you maintain 
a current copy of the backup data 
offsite to recover in case of a cata- 
strophic data loss. Exploring your 



options in terms of an online, 
Internet-based backup solution can 
help you address many of these 
concerns all at one time.

A Consultant Guidebook

How To Find The Right Person 
For Your Project

Consultants are often mocked, but 

despite all the guff they take, a good one 
can be worth his weight in gold. The trick is 
knowing how to find one — what to look for, 
how to interview, and how to draw up a 
contract and master the other skills that help 
you find the best consultant for the job. 

Know Your Needs 

First, you need to know your own needs. 
What skills does your project demand? 
What is your project's scope? They're sim- 



ple questions, but they're rarely answered 
by small and midsized enterprises in search 
of outside help. The result? The consultant 
they choose tends to dictate the needs and 
scope of the project in a way that works for 
him — and his pocketbook. 

So, before you make a move, draw up a 
simple statement of scope (a form that 
lists the extent of your project in depth, 
including all its products, deadlines, and 
risks). Do this with care, as you'll give the 
statement of scope to potential consultants 
and ask them to make an estimate based 
upon it. 




Shop Around 

With knowledge of your project in hand, 
it' s time to find the person or team to do it. 
But where do you start? 

Only a fool starts with the phone book. 
True, you can find a hundred consultants in 
a snap by using the phone book, Google, or 
Yahoo!. But all you'll find are their names 
and phone numbers — not their worth or 
quality. 

Rather than start your search blindly, ask 
your colleagues in other firms for recom- 
mendations. Have they done a project like 
this in the past? If so, whom did they use? 
How were the results? Working by word of 
mouth is sure to find you a better consul- 
tant than choosing from a random list. 

If you strike out with your colleagues, call 
or write the trade group for the field you're 
working in. Telecom, IT, security, Internet 
law, and other fields all have guilds that can 
recommend consultants in your state, and 
consultants who register with the profession- 
al body in their field are likely to be better 
than consultants who don't. 

The Interview 

Once you've got a list of consultants, it's 
time to call them in for an interview (or a 
series of interviews, if your project is large 
enough to warrant one). 

When you meet a consultant, discuss 
your project in the bluntest of terms. 
Clarify what needs to be done, what you 
expect, and what you don't. Offer your 
statement of scope as a guideline for mak- 
ing an estimate. And ask to see an estimate 
in writing in no less than a week. 

For the rest of the interview, use the 
CARES guideline written by Diane Kubal 
of Fulcrum Network (www.fulcrumnet 
work.com), which hooks up companies 
with the right consultants for their projects. 
CARES stands for chemistry, added value, 
references, enthusiasm, and skill set. 

First is chemistry. Simply put, do you like 
the consultant? Can you see yourself work- 
ing with him for a week, a month, or a year? 



Employee 
Or Contractor? 



The line between consultant and employee 
can be razor-thin, but you need to walk it 
expertly to avoid future tax problems. 

If the answer to these questions is yes, then 
you have an employee, not a consultant, 
and you have to pay employment tax on 
his wages. 

• Did you train the worker? 

• Does the worker have to follow your instruc- 
tions on when, where, and how to work? 

• Do you offer him benefits, sick pay, or 
vacation pay? 

• Do you have exclusive rights to his work, or 
does he work for other firms, as well? 

• Do you provide the equipment and facilities 
the worker needs to finish his contract? 

• Do you set the worker's hours and decide 
the order and timing of projects? 



Next up is added value. What does this 
candidate bring to your project? Does she 
have fresh ideas or unique plans? 

As for your consultant's references, be 
sure to ask for at least two in your industry. 
You want a consultant who's worked with 
people in your field and knows the ground 
rules you play by. 

Next is enthusiasm. What's your consul- 
tant's energy level? Is she glad to work with 
you, or does this seem to be a job that's too 
small for her taste? You want a consultant 
who treats your work like her dream project. 

And last but not least is skill set. It goes 
without saying that your consultant must 
have the skills your project demands. But 
take the time to measure the depth of his 
skills. A year's worth of COBOL is worth 
less than a decade's.

The Contract 

Once you've chosen a consul- 
tant, you need to work with a con- 
tract in place — a written contract. 
(A surprising number of firms 
work by verbal agreement only, 
and often they pay a price for it.) 

First, be sure your contract is 
written in plain English. True, a 
contract in fancy legalese may 
sound more official, but it often 



results in confusion between con- 
sultant and client alike. 

Second, although all contracts 
differ, make sure yours has some 
standard clauses. 

Payment details. Spell them out 
as clearly as possible and make 
payment based on project mile- 
stones, not a calendar. 

Dissolution of agreement. If 
things go south, you need a prede- 
fined way to exit the contract. 
Often, this includes a formal notice 



with a termination period of one to 
three weeks to wrap up loose ends. 

Conflict resolution. Name the 
state in which any lawsuits that 
arise from the contract will be 
filed, and whether you agree to 
forego litigation in favor of medi- 
ation or binding arbitration. 

Confidentiality. An NDA 
(nondisclosure agreement) often 
extends the agreement for three to 
five years. 

Work for hire. Who owns the 
work product — you or the consul- 
tant? Without a specific decision 
in writing, it may fall under 
"work for hire" rules, which can 
make the rights to the work hard 
to determine.

A Solid Policy Can Serve 

As A Great Business Investment

Given current new legislation, 
email archiving has become a sig- 
nificant element in data centers. 
Typically, the software to imple- 
ment archiving runs $15 to $30 per 
employee. The cost to install and 
deploy it is about 5% of the soft- 
ware cost. However, many ob- 
servers say that software is not the 
place to begin. 

"Establish policy before you start 
to look at systems," advises Mike 
Gundling, vice president of product 
management of iLumin. That poli- 
cy falls at the intersection of IT, 
general counsel, and management 
of the firm. Gundling says that best 
practices should retain all messages 
for all employees. 

"The courts have made it clear 
that a lack of policy and inconsis- 
tent deletion of email will not be 
tolerated," Gundling continues, not- 
ing the decisions involving compa- 
nies such as Computer Associates, 
Microsoft, and Philip Morris. 

Dave Hunt, CEO of C2C Sys- 
tems, a company that specializes in 
messaging solutions for global and 
regional commercial organizations 
and central and local government 
agencies, says email archiving has 
a place at all small to medium- 
sized enterprises, even if they 
aren't specifically required to 
archive. "Take capacity manage- 
ment," he says. "End users are stor- 
ing more and more email, basically 
using their inboxes as a personal 
file store. It becomes increasingly 
difficult for the administrator to 
maintain a system designed for 
rapid high throughput and fast 
backup/restore schedules." 

A 2003 survey of 100 firms by 
C2C Systems and Osterman Re- 
search found that 59% of respon- 
dents using Microsoft Exchange 
are archiving to reduce server loads 
and improve system efficiency. 

At many firms, however, email 
must be kept for both legal and 



regulatory reasons. "Email admin- 
istrators are currently the primary 
purchasers of archiving products, 
and they purchase to improve serv- 
er efficiency," says Hunt. "If some- 
one else in the organization pur- 
chases an archiving product, their 
reasons are usually regulatory com- 
pliance or e-policy enforcement. 
There's sometimes a disconnect 
between the two parties, but fortu- 
nately the right choice of technolo- 
gy can meet the needs of both." 

He says a company needs email 
archiving if it deals with regulato- 
ry compliance, retention/deletion 
policy, enforcement of email poli- 
cy, unknown email permissions, 
inappropriate email content, or 
legal need to search email or is 
involved with PST discovery and 
management. 

Do You Really Need To Archive? 

There is a litany of regulatory 
requirements for archiving, with 
several different business sectors 
being targeted. For example, SEC 



17a-4 for financial services com- 
panies requires financial state- 
ments be saved three years, regis- 
tration for a broker or dealer be 
kept as long as the employee is 
alive, and trading account records 
be stored for six years after the 
account is closed. For pharmaceu- 
tical firms, 21CFR Part 11 re- 
quires records on processing and 
packaging of food to be kept for 
two years, records for processing 
and packaging of drugs to be kept 
for three years, and records for the 
manufacture of biological prod- 
ucts to be kept for five years after 
the end of manufacturing for the 
product. HIPAA, for health-relat- 
ed businesses, requires medical 
records for minors to be kept at 
least 21 years and for others until 
two years after the patient's death. 
And, of course, Sarbanes-Oxley, 
which covers accounting prac- 
tices, requires that records be kept 
four years after the completion of 
an audit. 

And that's just a sampling of 
current regulations affecting the IT 
industry. Keeping abreast of the 
regulation laws and legislation in 
your field is becoming a necessity. 



Archiving In The Enterprise 



Build A Policy 

It is not simple to develop an 
email archival policy, but it 
should be seen as a business 
investment. A good program 
from any leading vendor will pro- 
vide four things: records manage- 
ment, keeping email for the 
appropriate time required; mail 
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Archiving for capacity manage- 
ment uses central rules to keep 
critical data locally and archive 
off older data to a secondary 
store.

ments; and compliance data, deal- 
ing with supervision, retention, 
and similar issues.

critical stores and offer better 
email performance. 

"There is no perfect policy," 
Gundling concedes. "These solu- 
tions are big investments for 
SMEs, but there is an ROI. They 
free up business resources, like 
space on servers, and they will 
assure better response time when 
needed." He warns against simply 
storing email. What is the use of 
having all those messages if they 
are not searchable and retrievable? 

Hunt says there are a number of 
software packages around to help 
enterprises deal with everything 
from archiving to privacy to 
spoofing to virus protection, but 
not all of these are addressed in 
one product. 

If you pick a solution that is right 
for your firm, there shouldn't be 
any additional consulting or train- 
ing fees. "In fact, you should start 
saving money," Hunt says. "You'll 
free up storage space, your email 
system will run faster, and em- 
ployee productivity will increase 
because they won't be wasting 
time deleting and moving email." 

"However, if you're looking for 
an archiving solution to integrate 
with your company's storage solu- 
tion, research them carefully for 
hidden costs," Hunt warns.

Bring The Future Of Telephony 
To Your Business

To pull off a successful VoIP deploy- 
ment, you must do your homework. VoIP is 
not a home-run proposition for every busi- 
ness simply because not every business has 
the infrastructure and expertise to imple- 
ment and support the technology. Remem- 
ber, your users will demand no less than a 
system that works as reliably as your tradi- 
tional telephone system. You will need the 
right tools to deliver the right service to 
your users. 

Voice Traffic Screams For Service 

Voice and data traffic are fundamentally 
different in terms of the time and accuracy 
requirements they must meet. Data traf- 
fic, such as email, has very strict accuracy 



So, Cohen adds, "QoS is the most impor- 
tant factor in successfully running VoIP 
because it guarantees voice packets take pri- 
ority over data packets and therefore arrive 
in the order in which they were sent." 
Remember, when you implement VoIP, 
voice traffic must share your network band- 
width with "bursty" data traffic. QoS is the 
mechanism that guarantees voice packets 
get priority, especially during data and 
voice peak traffic times. 

Five Keys To Successful VoIP 

CDW's Cohen has developed a list of 
five critical items, which he calls "5 
Things You Can't VoIP Without," that are 
essential for VoIP. They run the gamut 
from the technical to the administrative. 
Let's take a look.

requirements: When you send an email, 
you expect it to arrive at the intended recip- 
ient' s inbox in exactly the same condition 
that you sent it. 

But, data traffic is not governed by 
extremely strict time requirements. As long 
as an email message is accurately recon- 
structed, it doesn't really matter if the data 
packets arrive at their destination a few 
milliseconds late. The key constraint for 
data traffic is accuracy, and today's IP net- 
works are very good at transporting mas- 
sive volumes of data traffic without loss 
of accuracy. 

Voice traffic, on the other hand, is gov- 
erned by strict accuracy and time constraints. 
Bryan Cohen, a senior sales engineer with 
CDW, says if a voice packet arrives 250 mil- 
liseconds late, it disrupts the order in which 
the packets arrive. The result is a garbled, 
unintelligible communication that the re- 
cipient on the other end of the phone line 
cannot understand. 



No. 1 : A QoS network. Without net- 
work equipment that supports the 802.1P/Q 
QoS standards, a VoIP deployment will not 
be successful. 802.1P/Q is the set of IEEE 
standards that deliver QoS to Ethernet net- 
works. Without voice traffic prioritization, 
VoIP can't work well. 

A good illustration of a non-QoS net- 
work, says Cohen, is a bus driver who 
guarantees a 4 p.m. departure but can't 
guarantee a specific route or a time of 
arrival at the final destination. With VoIP, 
the bus must arrive at a specific time along 
the best possible route. 

No. 2: Network redundancy. Because 
VoIP runs over your data network, it goes 
without saying that when your data network 
goes down, so will your VoIP telephone 
system. Most people would be hard-pressed 
to remember a time when telephone service 
was suddenly unavailable in their place of 
business. In modern society, telephone 
service and electrical power are on the 



same scale of reliability: They hardly ever 
go down. 

On the other hand, most people are proba- 
bly used to data networks crashing from time 
to time. So, emphasizes Cohen, to success- 
fully run a reliable VoIP communication sys- 
tem, network redundancy is critical. Items 
such as data switches with multiple power 
supplies, redundant fans, and even processors 
can improve network uptime, says Cohen. 
But, he warns, upgrading network routers 
and switches for running VoIP may be too 
expensive for many small and medium-sized 
enterprises with limited resources. 

No. 3: Additional training. Because 
VoIP is an IT-centric technology, managed 
and controlled with devices such as routers, 
switches, and servers, there is a considerable 
amount of expertise required to keep it run- 
ning smoothly. If you're going to run VoIP 
in-house, you must find a way to obtain that 
expertise, either through training or contract- 
ing with a third-party service provider. 

No. 4: IT support. This one is similar to 
No. 3. As Cohen says, companies need 
someone who can manage both a VoIP and a 
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data network. After all, someone in-house (or 
a third-party contractor) must troubleshoot 
and repair whatever network problem is pre- 
venting VoIP from working properly. 

If developing in-house expertise for sup- 
porting VoIP is simply beyond your business 
budget, don't despair. Many manufacturers 
offer maintenance options to SMEs that buy 
direct. Also, technology providers can offer 
maintenance options or recommend someone 
who can, adds Cohen. 

No. 5: Flexible downtime. This one 
comes down to the specific needs of your 
business. If your phone system isn't mis- 
sion-critical, says Cohen, you can run VoIP. 
But, if you absolutely require a 100% up- 
time phone system, you will be better off 
purchasing a digital PBX system. 

VoIP: A Business Decision 

VoIP can be a tremendous cost saver for 
your business, but you must make sure the 
infrastructure and expertise you have in- 
house are good enough to implement, ser- 
vice, and maintain VoIP. Take a long look at 
your business needs and determine whether 
VoIP makes good business sense. 

Will the money you save offset the possi- 
ble infrastructure modifications you may 
have to make? Do VoIP features add value 
to your business? Can your business survive 
those times when network problems cause 
telephony downtime? In the end, VoIP is as 
much a business decision as it is a technical 
decision. In fact, you may find that sur- 
mounting the technical hurdles is much eas- 
ier than figuring out whether VoIP makes 
sense at all.

Technology giveth. It 
also taketh away. And 
guess which one happens 
more often? 

When I first installed 
instant messaging software 
on my computer about six 
or seven years ago, I was 
blown away by its apparent 
utility. It offered real-time 
communication with my 
faraway friends, family 
members, and colleagues. 
Because of its immediacy, it 
was like email on steroids. 

While steroids may build 
muscle and improve athletic 
performance, their long- 
term impact on one's health 
is always a disaster. Ex- 
tended use of IM can have 
a similar impact on your 
productivity. Steroid use is 
also widely and justifiably 
banned. The verdict is still 
out on whether IM should 
be similarly dismissed. 

A Typical Scenario 

You get to the office and 
log into your computer. 
Your IM client — which 
could be MSN Messenger, 
Yahoo! Messenger, AOL 
Instant Messenger, ICQ, or 
any combination thereof — 



starts up while you fetch a 
cup of coffee. By the time 
you get back to your desk, a 
long-lost friend is already 
beeping you with the same 
inane greeting she's used 
every day for the past 
month: "Hi there." 

You want to be polite and 
chat for a minute or two, 
but she types like molasses, 
and you need to prepare for 
a meeting that starts in 10 
minutes. You don't want to 
get drawn into a time-wast- 
ing exchange with this per- 
son, but you also don't want 
to be impolite. You feel 
guilty, so the following ex- 
change ensues: 

You: "Hi. I'd love to chat 
now, but I'm almost late for 
an important meeting." 

Her: "I'll only take up 
five minutes." 

You: "I'm reeeeeally 
busy!" 

Her: "Did you get that 
electronic birthday greeting 
I sent you last week?" 

You: [Remove hands 
from keyboard. Bang head 
on desk.] 

It can last forever, but 
mercifully your PC pops up 
the meeting reminder. You 



bolt across the building, 
leaving your correspondent 
wondering what happened 
to you. It's a classic sce- 
nario that illustrates some of 
the fatal flaws of IM: 

Everyone knows where 
you are. As soon as your 
IM client starts up, you are 
broadcasting your status to 
your "buddies." Suddenly, 
folks with nothing better to 
do are inundating you with 
meaningless and pointless 
"hiya" messages. Privacy 
becomes a distant memory. 

It kills productivity. 
When I'm on a deadline, 
any interruption means lots 
of lost time. The loss is 
more significant than the 
few seconds it takes to dash 
off a quick "I'm busy" mes- 
sage. You also lose the time 
it takes to get back into that 
creative groove you had 
before you were so rudely 
interrupted. By most esti- 
mates, that can range from 
five to 15 minutes per in- 
terruption. Given the typi- 
cal user's daily IM traffic, 
the total numbers can be 
frightening. 

It kills system perfor- 
mance. Once installed, IM 



ogy's equivalent to the 
Tower of Babel, and despite 
recent murmurings of im- 
pending interoperability in 
commercial IM offerings, 



takes over your computer. 
The install packages for 
most popular IM clients 
harbor adware and spyware 
that slows your machine 
down, increases the poten- 
tial for conflict with your 
other software, and causes 
pop-ups and dialog boxes to 
appear at the most inoppor- 
tune times. 

You always look like the 
bad guy. Face it. There's no 
nice way to get rid of a nag.

Even if everybody be- 
haves, there aren't any 
open standards. Any email 
package on any computer 
can send a message to any 
other platform. IM isn't so 
evolved. MSN Messenger 
doesn't speak to Yahoo!, 
which in turn wants nothing 
to do with ICQ. It's technol- 



it'll be a long time before 
IM reaches the same degree 
of transparency long en- 
joyed by email. 

Time To Give Up 

For these reasons and 
more, I've decided to turn 
the IM spigot off by unin- 
stalling my myriad IM 
clients from my PC. Sure, I 
could configure each pack- 
age to log on only in a 
so-called "stealth" mode, 



where I can see everyone but 
they can't see me. But not 
all IM software supports it, 
and the system performance 
hit remains significant. Like 
the aforementioned steroid 
users, the only really safe 
alternative is to just go cold 
turkey. 

I will, of course, need to 
deal with a few hurt feelings 
and bruised egos along the 
way. This is especially true 
for the people on my soon- 
to-be-former buddy lists 
who end up reading this arti- 
cle. For them, I can only 
apologize and hope they 
realize it was not my intent 
to offend. 

I am simply learning to 
cope with a new technology 
for which acceptable stan- 
dards of use have not yet 
been universally adopted by 
all users. Admittedly, the 
coping method is a little 
extreme, but my produc- 
tivity matters more than 
yet another disposable ex- 
change. 

For that, there's always 
email, a phone call, or, as- 
suming we all still remember 
how it's done, an actual, 
in-person, live visit. Maybe 
this IM thing has an upside 
after all.

Analyzing Web Logs 
Part 2 



Iln my last column, I 
discussed Web log 
file formats and the kinds 
of information that can be 
extracted from them. In 
today's column, I'll com- 
plete the discussion of Web 
log file analysis by review- 
ing some tools for creating 
reports and sharing some 
tips for creating reports on 
Web sites that span multi- 
ple servers. 

Web Log Analysis Tools 

If you want reports that 
harvest most of the informa- 
tion hidden in your Web 
logs, you'll need to use a 
full-featured analysis tool. 
The three that I have experi- 
ence with are Webalizer 
(www.mrunix.net/webaliz 
er), Webtrends (www. web 
trends.com), and Awstats 
(awstats.sourceforge.net). 
Webalizer and Awstats are 
both free, and Webtrends is 
a commercial product from 
NetlQ. All three programs 
create reports that show a 
great deal of information 
about how your Web site is 
being used, including total 
hits, total pages, total visits, 
daily and hourly statistics, 



entry and exit points, refer- 
ral sites, search keywords, 
and country information. 

Webalizer 

Webalizer is very easy to 
set up and configure for a 
single server configuration. 
It is primarily targeted at 
Apache Web servers and by 
default only supports the 
common and combined log 
file formats. You can patch 
it to work on IIS log files, 
but it's better suited to 
Apache sites. The reports 
include all of the basic in- 
formation I listed above in a 
format that includes a few 
graphs but mostly consists 
of generic HTML tables. 

I found Webalizer to be 
the easiest program of the 
three to set up, but it has the 
least attractive reports. It's 
a good tool that's hard to 
beat if all you want to do is 
set up a quick report on an 
Apache Web server. 

Webtrends 

Webtrends is the most 
feature-rich Web log analy- 
sis tool that I've used. It is 
also the most complicated 
to set up 



and the most 



expensive to purchase, and 
it requires the most constant 
attention to keep it running. 
In addition to the standard 



information that all three 
programs cover, Webtrends 
adds the ability to report on 
things like marketing cam- 
paign effectiveness, naviga- 
tion analysis, and content 
effectiveness. It is an ex- 
tremely powerful tool, and 
if you need all of this func- 
tionality, it is probably 
worth the price. 

However, if you plan to 
use Webtrends, you'd bet- 
ter have a capable person 
on your staff that you can 
train to configure and man- 
age it on an ongoing ba- 
sis. I've worked at three 
companies that utilized 
Webtrends for Web log file 




analysis, and in all three 
companies the product was 
eventually abandoned due 
to frustration with the cost 
and complexity of keeping 
it running reliably. NetlQ 
now offers Webtrends as 
a managed service, which 
is probably a good idea if 
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Awstats works equally well 
on Apache and IIS log files. 
In addition to the standard 
information, Awstats adds 
reports on the number of 
"human" visitors, session 
duration, screen sizes, OS 
version, and "add to favo- 
rites" statistics.

you don't have the re- 
sources to effectively man- 
age it yourself. 

Awstats 

Like Webalizer, Awstats 
is a free, open-source pro- 
gram. It works via either 
CGI or the command line. 
This means that you can 
update statistics on your 
Web server by browsing to 
the report and clicking Up- 
date — a very nice feature if 
you want timely statistics 
on a single Web server. The 
command line capability 
makes it possible to config- 
ure Awstats to report on 
multiple Web sites spread 
across multiple servers. 



Awstats also allows you 
to detect country of origin 
based on IP address, which 
avoids the need to do re- 
verse DNS lookups. This is 
the only practical way to 
get this information if your 
log files are very large. 
Another nice feature of 
Awstats is the ability to do 
one-click whois lookups on 
any IP address in the list of 
top hosts. 

Besides having additional 
functionality, Awstats re- 
ports make better use of 
graphs and are much more 
attractive than Webalizer 
reports. I even prefer them to 
Webtrends reports, which I 
find to be too busy. Overall, 



Awstats is the best Web log 
analysis tool that I've used, 
and it gets my highest rec- 
ommendation. 

Reports That Span 
Multiple Servers 

Unless you have a small, 
simple site, you probably 
have your Web site hosted 
across multiple servers 
using some type of load bal- 
ancer. If you want to report 
on the aggregate statistics 
across your Web farm, then 
you'll have to do some ad- 
ditional work to set up Web 
usage reports. 

Luckily, Awstats includes 
a utility for this purpose 
called logresolvemerge.pl. 
To create a report, you'll 
need to copy all of your log 
files to one location and 
then run logresolvemerge.pl 
to consolidate them into 
a single file. You'll have 
to rename the source files 
during the copy process to 
avoid name collisions. 

I've tested this tool with 
some pretty large log files 
and it worked flawlessly. 
Once you've merged the log 
files, you can run Awstats 
from the command line to 
generate a report as if you 
had a single Web server.

Security has, without a doubt, 
become a staple in the data center 
diet. There was a time, not long 
ago, when other items in an admin- 
istrator's day took precedence over 
keeping information secure. But 
with the types of Internet and other 
network threats that we see today, 
times have changed. Take threats 
such as Zafi-B and Netsky-P, for 
instance. Security company Trend 
Micro claims that these two var- 
mints topped the list in October 
as causing trouble to computer us- 
ers. The company also purported 
that it detected 1,485 viruses in 
September, a 600% increase over 
the 250 spotted only one year ago. 



Of those detected, 45% were Tro- 
jan horses attempting to steal 
personal data. 

The Security Roadmap 

So what does the current security 
marketplace look like? And where 
is it headed? And what about 
pricing? How are companies to 
keep up with the security Joneses? 
When we realize the veracity of 
such things as identity theft, phish- 
ing, and new forms of hacking and 
virus creation, it's understandable 
when the marketplace changes at 
pace with these prevalent crimes. 
And change it has. Security used to 
mean putting locks on server cabi- 
nets, but current security trends in- 
clude everything from outsourcing 



Security's Main Battle 



If security had to pick its own fights, viruses and other malicious code 
would be front and center. In one year, the number of known viruses has 
more than doubled. 

Virus Numbers Are Up 
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security operations to Web services 
and Web application security. 
Security administrators are un- 
der pressure to deliver next-stage 
solutions. Staying on top requires 
new thinking, an appreciation of 
emerging trends, and access to 
effective technologies and solution 
providers. 

Sacha Dawes, product manager 
for NetlQ, has a good handle on 
where security sits for the enter- 
prise. She says, "Today enterprises 
have a slew of security point prod- 
ucts and possibly some scattered 
security policies in place in an 
effort to shore up the security of 
their systems. However, what is 
becoming more of a problem is 
being able to determine and com- 
municate the current level of secu- 
rity at a high level, as well as show 
that systems are in compliance with 
legal and corporate standards." 

Current Trends 

Dawes also sees security inci- 
dent management as a current trend 
in the security marketplace. "This 
is a new trend that has not fully 
caught on but is in the early stages 
of emerging as a "do-it-yourself 
investigation kit. Security incident 
management is the act of produc- 
tizing the knowledge of computer 
crime forensics into tools and 
applications that allow security lay- 
men to investigate attacks on sys- 
tems." Log management, a differ- 
ent trend, consists of the consolida- 
tion, normalization, and analysis of 
logs from servers and workstations, 
as well as network and security 
devices. Dawes says, "Trying to 
read through log files is a tedious 
and ineffective task, but logs pro- 
vide the key to identifying attacks." 

Outsourcing security has also 
gained popularity in recent months. 
Companies are discovering that 



handing off routine security tasks is 
enabling them to focus their securi- 
ty expertise in other critical areas. 
The pinnacle arguments for out- 
sourcing, that it can be cheaper and 
provide access to superior, real- 
time service and specialized 
knowledge, are quite inviting. But 
perhaps not inviting enough to be 
mainstream right now, as many 
hurdles remain and many compa- 
nies still prefer to keep sensitive IT 
functions in-house. And certain

increasing primarily due to compet- 
itive pressures. At the very least it 
seems like most vendors on the 
enterprise/business side are hold- 
ing prices steady, rather than even 
keeping up with inflation. I think 
there's been some slight increase in 
prices of retail/end consumer secu- 
rity products. Also, the trend for 
security product integration (es- 
pecially in the appliance market) 
could keep pricing from eroding. 
Examples would include antivirus 
capabilities added into firewalls 
added into network devices, or vul- 
nerability assessment capabilities 
added into security incident man- 
agement products as an additional 
event source." 

So where are we headed security- 
wise? Dawes comments, "We're 
seeing the emergence of the 'intelli- 
gent network' that can communi- 
cate with antivirus tools to handle 
viruses, Trojan horses, and the like. 
Take for example the recent TV ad 
where the little girl plays on her 
father's computer, releases a virus,

items, such as security policy, 
should always be controlled in- 
house.

Spending Habits 

Dawes has also been keeping a 
good eye on security pricing trends. 
She says, "In general I would say 
that pricing is decreasing while fea- 
tures, usability, and stability are

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The Need

4Gbps Fibre Channel Offers 
Twice The Bang For The Buck

More power. More speed. Servers 
continue to get faster processors, 
faster hard drives, faster RAM 
memory, and faster bus speeds.

switches and routers. Morphing 
Moore's Law a little, it seems that 
both processing power and speed 
seem to double approximately 
every 18 months or so. 

One of the latest technologies to 
receive a speed boost is Fibre 
Channel networks. Fibre Channel 
equipment manufacturers are 
rolling out devices and equipment 
based on the latest 4Gbps technol- 
ogy, double the current industry 



cost of 2Gbps Fibre Channel archi- 
tecture as the 4Gbps technology 
drives the prices down. 

The Move Toward 
4Gbps Fibre Channel 

Consumer demand typically 
leads the way to improved perfor- 
mance and increased speed in net- 
working equipment, but in this case 
the semiconductor manufacturers 
are driving the new standard. The 
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beauty of the new 4Gbps Fibre 
Channel architecture is that it pro- 
vides roughly double the speed and 
performance of the existing 2Gbps 
Fibre Channel equipment at basi- 
cally the same cost and is back- 
ward compatible with the existing 
lGbps and 2Gbps architectures. 
There is also a significantly faster 
lOGbps Fibre Channel standard; 
however, it is significantly more 
expensive and is not backward 
compatible with the other existing 
standards. 

Industry leaders such as Emulex 
and Brocade have rolled out new 
4Gbps HBAs (host bus adapters) 
and storage switches to lead the 
way with the new technology. 
Storage industry technology lead- 
ers recently teamed up at the 2004 
Storage Networking World Con- 
ference in Orlando, Fla., to dem- 
onstrate how 4Gbps devices from 
multiple vendors can interoperate 
with each other while also main- 
taining seamless backward com- 
patibility with lGbps and 2Gbps 
equipment. Storage technolo- 
gy vendors QLogic, Seagate, 
Xyratex, Agilent Technologies, 
and Emulex constructed an exhib- 
it using a range of 2Gbps and 
4Gbps Fibre Channel equipment 
to illustrate the power of the new 
technology. 

Although there may not be any 
pressing need for companies with 
existing Fibre Channel networks 
to jump on the 4Gbps bandwagon, 
the introduction of 4Gbps equip- 
ment may drive down the pricing 
of the 2Gbps and make the cost of 
implementing a Fibre Channel 
architecture much more appealing 
to smaller companies. 



Many companies have explored 
the use of Fibre Channel networks 
as a part of an overall storage 
solution to implement a SAN but 
have been discouraged at the cost 
of implementing and maintaining 
a Fibre Channel infrastructure. 
This might seem like the perfect 
opportunity for those companies 
to take another look at the pros 
and cons of Fibre Channel. 

Jump On The 4Gbps Bandwagon 

Equipment is not the only con- 
sideration, however. One network 
administrator of a nonprofit organi- 
zation says, "Cheaper 2Gbps 
equipment will certainly make us 
look at Fibre Channel again, but we 
also have to consider whether or 
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not we have the right people with 
the right training to manage a Fibre 
Channel network, as well as how it 
will interact with the rest of our 
existing hardware and software." 

The introduction of iSCSI has 
offered these companies a cheaper 
solution, which utilizes the exist- 
ing IP-based network infrastruc- 
ture, yet still enables them to 
employ the faster and more effi- 
cient block-based data transfers of 
a Fibre Channel SAN. Storage 
manufacturers have also intro- 
duced a range of hybrid NAS/S AN 
equipment using iSCSI, which can 
help a company receive the bene- 
fits of both without requiring a 
completely new infrastructure or 
staff to maintain it. 



The First On Your Block? 



Speed is great, but just as a chain is only as strong as its weakest link, a com- 
puter network is only as fast as its slowest component. Having a network archi- 
tecture that can transmit data at the speed of light doesn't help speed anything if 
the destination computer is an old 200MHz Pentium with 128MB of memory. 

The new 4Gbps Fibre Channel equipment seems to fall into this category. The 
2Gbps Fibre Channel architecture is not the network bottleneck point for most 
company networks, so upgrading from 2Gbps to 4Gbps will not result in any 
practical increase in processing speed. It simply means that the data will get 
to the bottleneck faster. 

Those who have been reluctant to implement Fibre Channel at all due to cost 
may benefit from reduced pricing on the 2Gbps equipment, but those who 
already have an existing 2Gbps Fibre Channel architecture in place don't 
need to rush out and buy all new 4Gbps equipment. Most companies should 
probably just look at upgrading to 4Gbps equipment by attrition as the need to 
replace 2Gbps equipment arises.

Nate Root, a senior analyst with 
Forrester Research, is a propo- 
nent of Istanbul, but he 
believes mass use of the 
product could be at least 
five years away.

But average technology 
users may not have a need for 
LCS 2005 right away. "I don't 
think that [average users] have a 
clear and pressing need to unify 
communication channels into one 
unit," he says. People are good at 
self- selecting the communication 
products they need, says Root. 
"We have home phones, cell 
phones, instant messaging, and,

often times, more communica- 
tions products in the home than in 
the office." 

He projects that the product 
won't win quick adoption from 
business. Many customers will try 
to first figure out what they can 
use it for: A business can't just 
dive into the product. "It requires 
use of existing Microsoft infra- 
structure. LCS customers can use 
it," he notes. Nonetheless, Root 
likes the way Microsoft is going 
about introducing the product. 
"They are not trying to shoot the 
moon and do too much with it. 
They are watching who adopts it 
and what the user studies show." 

Additionally, mass use of the 
product will require more than 
Microsoft. "Istanbul is a great 
thing," Root says. But companies 
such as IBM, Oracle, and Sun 
Microsystems must offer similar 
products and services. "[The com- 
panies] must speak the same lan- 
guage, and there will also need to 
be standards," he says. There also 
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has to be something equivalent 
on the consumer side before the 
product can take off. "I'm not 
sure how this will happen because 
consumers are not running LCS 
off their computers. There must 
be something free that consumers 
download and use to get used to 
it," notes Root. 

Istanbul is currently being inte- 
grated into third-party products by 
companies such as Broadsoft and 
Radvision. Broadsoft plans to 
integrate the server with the 
BroadWorks platform. The inte- 
gration will mean users will 
be able to launch secure multi- 
media services from within any

New Security 
Standards On 
The Horizon? 

Cisco Allies With Microsoft 
To Hammer Out The Details

With the downsizing of IT staff and out- 
sourcing of many support functions, keeping 
up with the constant threats and attacks is a 
daunting task. As ecommerce and e-business 
become more common than the old fash- 
ioned brick and mortar systems, the Internet 
has become an even more important part of 
everyone's business. Recognizing that threat 
levels are increasing and easily spread across 



the net, the major industry players of operat- 
ing systems and connectivity devices are 
beginning to join forces to hammer out new 
security standards implemented at the border 
and the operating- system level in the hope of 
bolstering security for all businesses con- 
nected to the public Internet. 

Cisco Systems and Microsoft have 
announced a collaborative effort to raise the 
bar to improve security and health assur- 
ance for their products. Cisco and Microsoft 



have successfully collaborated on IP tele- 
phony, IPv6, data center architectures, 
home networking, VPNs, and wireless secu- 
rity protocols in the past. This latest joint 
venture is intended to create a set of stan- 
dards that the two companies hope will be 
embraced by the computer industry, as well 
as the Internet Standards Organization. 

In a nutshell, the partnership will provide 
compatibility between Cisco NAC (Net- 
work Admission Control) and Microsoft 
NAP (Network Access Protection) and will 
encourage new industry standards for net- 
work admissions and access control. The 
goal of this collaboration is to deliver solu- 
tions that will help Cisco's and Microsoft's 
mutual customers better address the 
increased threat and impact of viruses, 
worms, hacks, and other malicious software 
and provide safe and assured access to net- 
works by creating standardized connectivi- 
ty guidelines. 

Although there are many software solu- 
tions and devices that provide basic securi- 
ty analysis and intrusion detection, many of 
them are proprietary in their reporting 
methods, which makes it even more diffi- 
cult for an understaffed IT department to 
diligently monitor network activity. With a 
coherent standard in place, many reporting 



events can also be standardized and central- 
ized, in turn making a security administra- 
tor's job much easier. 

In 2003, Cisco embarked on its Self- 
Defending Network Initiative. A major com- 
ponent of SDNI is Cisco's NAC program, 
which uses Cisco's network infrastructure to 
enforce admission privileges to network end 
points such as desktop workstations, note- 
books, servers, storage devices, and PDAs 
connected to the network. Under the terms 
of the new agreement with Microsoft, Cisco 
is providing Microsoft with a license to 
study its NAC wire protocol for eventual 
integration into Microsoft's quarantine sys- 
tem. In return, Microsoft is granting Cisco a 
license to evaluate its NAP client and server 
APIs so those can be built into future ver- 
sions of Cisco NAC. 

A Microsoft spokesperson says, "The 
coordinated approach between Cisco and 
Microsoft will enable customers to inte- 
grate the embedded security capabilities of 
Cisco's network infrastructure with securi- 
ty features embedded in Microsoft's 
Windows. The benefit to customers is the 
flexibility to choose the appropriate securi- 
ty technology that serves their business 
needs, while still being able to implement a 
single, coordinated solution."

The Fire Detection 

Device Landscape 



Which Early-Warning Fire System 
Is Right For Your Data Center?

Fire alarms play a big part in any 
public building's safety design and 
must conform to laws and fire code 
regulations. However, many data 
centers require more added protec- 
tion than what is mandated by law. 
Transportation, national defense, 
and major financial organizations 
are just but some of the enterprises 
for which data centers are often 
mission critical and require the 
extra protection that early-warning 
fire detection systems offer. 

Fire detection systems first be- 
gan to see large-scale rollout dur- 
ing the late 1990s when the breadth 
of offerings from communication 
equipment vendors exploded. Of 
course, the number of network 
equipment vendors and different 
product types (along with many IT 
jobs) subsequently went away with 
the dot-com crash. However, fire 
detection systems remained com- 
mercially available as IT admins 
have continued to rely on them 
when every measurable step must 
be taken to protect data centers 
from fire damage and destruction. 

Since their debut, data center fire 
detection devices have gotten bet- 
ter, cheaper, and more reliable, 
while different systems offer their 
own mix of advantages and disad- 
vantages. Choosing between ion- 
ization detectors, photoelectric 
detectors, and other incipient fire 
detection systems hinges on data 
center needs and requirements. 

The Fire Detection 
Device's Niche 

Fire detection devices involve 
the sciences of physics and chem- 
istry. For a fire to occur, one or 
more flammable materials, which 
can be in a gas, solid, or liquid 
state, mixes with oxygen and is 



heated, which then produces flam- 
mable vapors. Fire erupts when 
these vapors then come into contact 
with other flammable materials. 

But there is a window of time 
when the flammable vapors come 
into contact with the flammable 
source and smolder, generating 
smoke. It is during the smoldering 



alarms. They are cleaned every 
six months to prevent this," says 
Steve Roberts, a network admin for 
Maersk Sealand, a multinational 
container-shipping company." 
Having heavy carbon in the air 
from the trucks' exhaust is a specif- 
ic problem here. It fouls up every- 
thing from electronics to printers." 
However, Fike (816/229-3405; 
www.fike.com) offers ionization 
fire detection devices that the com- 
pany says do not necessarily pose

that fire detection devices are 
geared to alert that a fire is in the 
making before it actually occurs. 

Detecting An Ion Of Smoke 

Ionization fire detection systems 
offer a general approach to fire 
detection. Similar to many tradi- 
tional fire alarms, ionization fire 
detection devices go into alarm 
mode when charged particles, or 
ions, emitted by smoke are detect- 
ed. Data center devices must detect 
ionized smoke particles that are 
invisible or too fine to smell. 

These devices are particularly 
well-adapted for detecting raging 
fires where smaller amounts of 
smoke are given off, says Steven 
Harris, director of data center 
planning for For sy the. However, 
ionization detectors also pose 
risks of false alarms due to their 
sensitivity, he says. "It only takes 
a minute [for a] particulate, possi- 
bly not from a fire but rather a 
dust particulate, to enter the ion- 
ization chamber to trigger the 
alarm," Harris says. 

Indeed, one admin noted that his 
network and data center environ- 
ments were not particularly well- 
suited for ionization devices due to 
false alarm issues. "Any carbon on 
the reflector and they give false 



false-alarm issues. The company's 
67-1033 ionization smoke detector, 
for example, houses a radioactive 
source of Americium-241 that ion- 
izes two chambers: a reference 
chamber and a smoke-sensing 
chamber. A small, battery-charged 
current flows between electrodes of 
each chamber. Although smoke 
can freely enter the sensing cham- 
ber, the inner chamber remains 
closed. Smoke entering the sensing 
chamber causes a reduction in the 
DC current flow, and the voltage 
imbalance between the two cham- 
bers is proportional to the smoke 
density. When the voltage differ- 
ences become great enough, the 
detector then triggers an alarm, the 
company says. 

An Optical Alarm Fire 

Options exist that apply optical 
or photoelectric analysis to data 
center environments that detect 
smoke particles. These devices 
usually analyze environmental air 
in a closed chamber. A laser or 
light source detects smoke parti- 
cles while registering and disre- 
garding other environmental parti- 
cles that might otherwise trigger 
an alarm. Photoelectric detectors 
are particularly good at detecting 
smoldering types of fires, Harris 



says. "It takes a considerable 
amount of smoke to block the 
photoelectric light beam and pro- 
duce an alarm," he says. "[How- 
ever, this characteristic] can allow 
the fire to gain too much momen- 
tum prior to detection." 

Wagner (+44/0/870-333 6116; 
www.wagner.de/english) offers an 
optical fire detection device that, 
via a pipe system, takes air samples 
and passes them to an optical 
chamber. An example is the com- 
pany' s Titanus line. The compa- 
ny's system is more sensitive than 
ionization detectors, says Joachim 
Gaebler, director of Wagner UK 
"Optical fire detection [devices] 
are more reactive and sensitive to 
smoke particles and thus react 
more quickly than ionization fire 
detection," he says. "This is be- 
cause our systems use a high-pow- 
ered light source that analyzes air 
samples in an enclosed [unit]. The 
system also uses a digital signal 
processing device that can detect 
[nonsmoke] particles that might 
otherwise set off a false alarm." 

Vision Fire & Security claims 
its Vesda (781/740-2223; www 
.vesda.com) fire detection devices 
offer an additional step to optical 
fire detection by filtering out envi- 
ronmental materials in air samples 
that are analyzed. The Vesda air 
sampling fire detection system 
detects the invisible by-products 
of materials as they degrade dur- 
ing the precombustion stages of an 
incipient fire. Similar to Wagner's 
device, air samples are drawn 
from the monitored environment, 
typically through a sampling pipe 
network with the aid of a high- 
efficiency aspirator. On the way to 
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the fire detector, the air samples 
pass through a filter assembly to 
screen out large airborne dust par- 
ticles. Examples of Vision Fire & 
Security's product lines include its 
LaserPLUS systems, which Fike 
also distributes. 

Piecing A System Together 

Choosing the right data center 
fire detection system will ulti- 
mately, of course, result in specific 
requirements and environmental 
constrains. An environment in 
which there are many particles 
that might trigger false alarms, for 
example, might not be ideal for 
ionization detection and might be 
better suited for photoelectric 
detection, which often offers more 
scrutinized analyses of environ- 
ments. IT admins also might con- 
sider mixing and matching differ- 
ent system types, Harris says. "In 
today's data center world, dual 
photo and [ionization] detection 
devices are recommended with 
appropriately placed heat detec- 
tion," he says. "[The dual system 
should be used] in concert with a 
cross-zone detection scheme with 
which two individual detectors are 
required to trigger pipe flooding." 

Of course, any fire detection sys- 
tem is not worth much if a plan is 
not in place for what happens 
when a fire is detected. "Protecting 
data centers from fire requires a 
lot more than just fire detection 
devices," says Jean-Pierre Garbani, 
an analyst for Forrester Research. 
"Suppression systems and fire 
extinguishers are also required. 
You must also be sure that every- 
thing is in place for when the fire 
alarm sounds at 3 a.m." 



Fireproofing Data Centers 
With Early Warning Systems 



Fire detection devices offer earlier warnings than traditional fire alarms by detect- 
ing fires at the incipient stage, which is when the lethal reaction of combustible 
gases, oxygen, and heat is at the beginning stage and materials begin to smolder 
before a full-scale fire erupts. Detection devices can thus be triggered hours 
before traditional alarms detect a fire, thus allowing for more time to take action to 
save your data center. Detection systems fall under two general categories: 

Ionization Detection Devices 

Not unlike traditional fire alarms, ionization fire detection devices warn of an 
impending fire when they detect charged particles, or ions, emitted by smoke. 
The devices detect smoke particles that are invisible or too fine to be detected 
by sight or smell. 

Photoelectric Fire Detection 

Photoelectric detection devices usually analyze environmental air in a closed 
chamber through which a light source is emitted. The light source detects 
smoke particles while registering and disregarding other environmental parti- 
cles that might otherwise trigger an alarm.

I Grid Potential Demands 
Preparation & Education 

Grid computing is not a new 
idea: The concept of integrating 
groups of computers, storage ca- 
pacity, and other infrastructure 
to provide computing power on- 
demand has been around for some 
years. The appeal of grid com- 
puting is simple. Organizations 
can obtain additional computing 
power as needed and only pay for 
the computing power that they 
actually use (thus reducing wasted 
IT investments). However, only 
about 7% of IT departments em- 
ploy grid computing, and only 
another few percent plan on test 
programs in the near future. 

Proponents of grid computing 
say that there are two impedi- 
ments to grid adoption over the 
next few years. First, IT staff must 
have a clear understanding of grid 
computing and visualize its tech- 
nical and business potential for an 
organization. For example, rent- 
ing additional computing power 



reduces IT overhead and allows 
for better cost management (as 
opposed to an organization simply 
buying and integrating new IT 
resources internally). This will 
require ongoing education for 
technical staff and business deci- 
sion makers. Second, an organiza- 
tion must standardize certain areas 
of infrastructure (such as email 
and application servers) prior to 
adopting grid technology. 

I Windows Snubs Itanium 
For Supercomputing 

Microsoft is preparing its Win- 
dows Server 2003 Compute 
Cluster Edition for beta in the first 
half of 2005 (with a final version 
planned for late 2005). This 
Windows release should help 
organizations support computing 
clusters to 128 processors, essen- 
tially "Windows for Supercom- 
puters." However, Microsoft has 
announced that this Compute 
Cluster Edition OS will not sup- 
port Itanium 2-based servers. 
Instead, the OS will run on 32- or 



64-bit server processors from Intel 
and AMD. 

Although the Itanium 2 does 
provide substantial performance 
gains, it also demands custom 
software. This has slowed industry 
adoption of the Itanium 2 because 
server makers and software devel- 
opers have been reluctant to invest 
in Itanium's special requirements 
(especially in the face of other 
more conventional chip architec- 
tures such as AMD's Opteron or 
Intel's emerging 64-bit Xeon). 
Microsoft suggested that future 
versions of the Compute Clust- 
er Edition may indeed support 
Itanium 2 processors, but without 
near-term support, Itanium 2 users 
may be forced to adopt a Linux 
platform (already prevalent in 
cluster computing). 

I Processors Going Clockless 

Processors consume power 

each time internal transistors turn 
on or off, and each transistor is 
synchronized by external clock 
signals. As processors pack more 



transistors onto a silicon die and 
clock speeds become faster, the 
power demanded by the proces- 
sor spirals upward (along with 
heat dissipation). Reducing clock 
speeds during idle periods 
(known as clock throttling or pro- 
cessor throttling) is an established 
method of power conservation, 
especially in mobile PCs such 
as laptops. 

ARM and Handshake Solutions 
have announced a new "clockless" 
processor core, allowing for asyn- 
chronous (or self-timed) chips that 
produce far less EM (radio inter- 
ference) and use much less power 
than standard processor designs. 
Clockless processors use virtually 
no power during idle periods yet 
are immediately available. That is, 
the system does not have to return 
from a standby or hibernation 
mode. Early applications of the 
clockless processor should include 
smart cards, consumer electronics 
devices, and automotives, though 
applications in PCs may be some 
years away.

Prevent 
Data Pilfering 

Secure Wave Sees USB Ports & Devices 
As A Serious Threat To Data Security

When you look at the many problems facing 
network administrators and CSOs, security con- 
cerns still rank atop the list. Protecting a corpora- 
tion' s sensitive data isn't just good business; it's 
an ever-increasing legal obligation. As network 
operators seek to prevent hackers, viruses, and 
Trojan horses from gaining access to network 
resources, a growing threat is emerging from 
within the enterprise itself. The escalating use of 
small, portable storage devices, combined with 
the quick and convenient connectivity of today's 
high-speed serial ports, allows vast amounts of 
sensitive data to just walk out the door. 

The Zeal To Conceal 

Let's be clear: There isn't a problem with 
physical ports. There's no security hole in the 
operating system or glitch in the BIOS that 
makes USB or Fire Wire ports inherently un- 
safe. Instead, the real threat is in the myriad of 
portable devices that can quickly connect to 
almost any PC and store hundreds of megabytes 
(or more) in little more than a key chain dongle. 
Dennis Szerszen, vice president of business 
development at security firm SecureWave, 
explains, "Devices that offer removable storage 
media capability pose the greatest threat to an 
enterprise when you consider just how easy it is 
to move information out of the enterprise's con- 
trols and how simple it is to introduce malicious 
code via these devices. There have been several 
serious breaches of confidentiality and privacy 
as a result of 'information leakage' through the 
use of memory sticks, PDAs, and even digital 
cameras and iPods." 

The effects can be quite serious. "There have 
been instances where information has been sto- 
len by employees and contractors through the 
uncontrolled use of memory sticks. There have 
also been many more instances of potential 



privacy breaches when employees have moved 
records to removable media and then lost con- 
trol of these devices," says Szerszen. Some 
instances of this problem may affect corporate 
competitiveness. But a more serious theft of 
personal banking or health care information 
can impact corporate compliance with confi- 
dentiality and privacy regulations, possibly 
even exposing a corporation to crippling litiga- 
tion and penalties. 

Stem The Tide 

The first line of defense against 
the potential threats of remov- 
able media devices is a meaningful 
and thoughtful corporate policy. 
Szerszen says, "First, policies need 
to be in place that identify accept- 
able use for removable media 
devices. The policy should clearly identify the 
end user's responsibilities and privileges in the 
use of these devices — what they can be used 
for, what they cannot, what data can be moved 
via these devices, and how that data should be 
managed (encrypted, registered, etc.)." 

He continues, "People are naturally inquisi- 
tive and creative. When presented with an 
opportunity to use new technologies, we will 
explore them, occasionally being at odds with 
corporate policies. This is why company poli- 
cies regarding the use of IT resources should be 
reviewed frequently to assess them for coverage 
and viability." The issues and policies involved 
in removable media devices should be ad- 
dressed as part of any comprehensive security 
training, explaining the potential threats and 
highlighting ways to prevent accidental misuse 
of corporate resources. 

Some organizations may respond to such 
potential threats by banning removable media 
devices outright. It's harder to steal data if you 
can't bring a removable media device into the 




building. Still, Szerszen cautions against taking 
such an extreme step. "Corporations should use 
technologies that enable their employees to be 
more productive. If moving their work around 
on memory sticks provides a business advan- 
tage, then why would enterprises not find a way 
to securely use these devices?" 

Hands-0n Device Management 

Administrators now have access to tools that 
can help manage the proliferation of removable 
media devices and regulate their use within the 
enterprise, including SecureWave' s Sanctuary 
suite.
